CHURCH ABLAZE WHILE 
CONGREGATION PRAYED 


incendiaries Attentpt to Burn 8&t. 
Paul's Catholic Church at Moabit 
—Priest by Prompt and Quiet Ac- 
tion Stayed Panic. 


Berlin, June 9—An attempt was made 
yesterday to burn St. Paul's Catholic 
chureh at Moabit, which was crowded 
with people assembled to hear # ser 
mon by the famous Dominican monk, 
Father Bonaventuri, While 1800 
people, including a thousand women 
and children, were kneking in prayer, 
some one informed Father Bonaven- 
turi that the church was afire. With- 
out alarming the congregation he eool- 
IV stepped over to the priest who wae 
celebrating mase and requested him to 
close the service. 

The priest lett the altar and spoke 
to his assistants who Whdspered to 
the pew hdlders that they had better 
leave the building. At this time the 
entire roof of the chureh was a mase 
om flames, 

Those in this chureh,fortunately, did 
not realize their peril, however, and 
made their, exit rapidly and in an 
orderly manner, ‘Nhe firemen diseov- 
ered that nearly a dozen firebrands 
had been distributed about the rool. 
The flames Wee extinguished with 
difficulty after great damage had been 
done. The police suspect the gang 
of incendiaries who set fire to the old 
Garrison chureh whith was destroyed 
April 14, last. ' 


HITCHCOCK OUT OF FAVOR. 


Taft's Manager Gains Enmity of. Re- 
publican National Committee 
Chairman, 


Chicago, June &.—Frank Hitchcock 
has been summarily removed as assi- 
tant secretary of the Republican Na- 
tional committee, This drastic action 
was taken to prevent him, as cam- 
paign manager for Secretary Taft, 
from being present at the seating 
contests in which he has the deepest 
Interest of anyone except his chief. 
To remove Mr, Hitchcock was the 
only way in which the committee 
could get him out of the committee 
room, He was given an opporunity 
to' resign. He reiused, and so Chair- 
man Harry 8, New simply appointed 
another man in his stead, Arthur 
Fisher, of Ohio. Mr, Hitehcock’s re- 
nijoval from the committee room was 
insisted upon, and effected by some of 
the warmest supporters of Taft, In 
his stubborn determination to remain 
on the committee, however, Mr Hitch- 
eoek was acting with the full appro- 
val of Mr, Taft and President Roose 
velt. 

Hitchcock and Methods All Right.

THE G.1.P. GRADE 
iS NOW COMPLETE 


Between Edmonton And Winnipeg 
—Grand Trunk Concentrating 
to Reach Here This Year 


_ 


The efforts of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific are being concentrated upon 
the completion of the line of steel to 
Edmonton this year To make as- 
surance doubly sure, steel will be 


laid east from the city to meet the 
trick layers at the Battle River 
bridge, large quantities of © the 
steel for this purpose are already in 
the yards here. The greatly inereas 
ed cost of the work ‘resulting from 
bringing the rails te Edmonton — by 
freight over another railway ‘has been 
no deterrent to the G.T.P, in taking 
the measures necessary to make cer- 
tain the reaching of Edmonton this 
year. From Saskatoon west to the 
Battle River, a distance of over 200 
miles, steel is being laid at the rate of 
25 miles a day There are eight or 
nine outfits on the work, laying from 
three to six miles each per day. 

On Saturday the first contingent of 
Foley, Welch & Stewart's gang, whieh 
has been at work on the grade thirty 
miles northwest of Hardisty, came to 
Edmonton and proceeded west to 
Stoney Plain on Monday. This gang 
is under the superintendeney of H. J. 
Fetter, The section of the grade 
weet of the Battle River, which has 
just been completed, comprised 10, 
000,000 cubie yards of grading, half of 
which was let to sub-contractors. 

With the completion of the wérk 
of this gang west from Battle River, 
the whose grade of the Giand Trunk 
Pacific between Winnipeg and Ed- 
monton may be considered as finish- 
ed. Th. only section to which the 
fimmshing touches have yet to be advled 
is that immediately west of the Clover 
Car Inidge, comprising the Canadian 
Wh-‘e Company's contract for the big 
160,000 cuBie yard fill. This work will 
be finished within the next four weeks, 
The steel between Edmonton and the 
Clover Bar bridge will then be laid 
and the steel for the bridge  super- 
structure will be taken down over the 
C.N.R. to the Griffin packing plant, 
and then along the G. T. P.'’s own 
tracks to the bridge. It is stated it 
will take three months to place the 
steel on this bridge. The steel work, 
manufactured by the Walkerville 
Bridge Company, is now in-Winnipeg 
awniting the werd to be shipped to 
Edmonton. With the completion of 
the bridge the work ofsaying rails 
east from Edmonton will be energeti- 
cally advanced. 

It is unlikely the G.T.P 
any construction work this 
west of the Pembina river. The 
bids for the 100-mile section west of 
the Macleod River, which were open- 
ed on May 15, were found to be so 
high that the management decided not 
to let the contract. The reason for 
the high bids is found in the fact that 
the taking in of supplies during the 
summer is very expensive, Contrac- 
tors state that hay would cost $100 
per ton laid down at the Macleod 
river and oats $2 per bushel. If the 
contract were let under these condi- 
tions the work would be as cpstly as 
rock work. The G.T.P. will there- 
fore eall for bids in the fall and let 
the contract in order that the  con- 
tractors may figure on getting in their 
year's supplies over the comparitive- 
ly ensy winter trails.

Dr. Pringle Addresses General Assem- 
bly on Conditions in Yukon.

Such was bis summing up after he 
had exposed alleged debauchery and 
vier, and eleetoral corruption which,

\s he concluded the great gathering 
applauded him as one man, while 
tears streamed down the cheeks oi 
more than One aged minister.

Toronto, June &—The Liberal 
party in Ontario today has passed 
under the rod, but while the reports 
at first were of a Most severe reverse, 
the latter returns show that the party 
will not be much worse off than in 
the former house, either in member- 
ship or ability. There are no strik- 
ing features of the electons except the 
return of eigh; Conservatyes: in. To- 
ronto, all the Lemperance, Laber, Tn- 
dependent and straight Liberal candi- 
dates being simply wiped out and 
hardly leaving a memory behind. 
Rev. D. C. Hossack, Independent Tem- 
perance man in North Toronto, went 
down in the general rout, but he poll- 
ed a sespectable vote and was not 
beaten by over 500. One notable 
Liberal victory was the winning » of 
the historic riding of South Oxford, 
where Donald Sutherland, Conserva- 
tive, was defeated by Themas May- 
berry. In North Renfrew, Norman 
Reid, Liberal, redeemed the riding, 
defeating Alex. Motris, but this waa 
probably due to the big | lumbering 
firm’s quarrel with the government. 
Reid’s majority was very large. There 
is talk of money having been spent in 
Kingston, but generally the election 
was fairly clean, That is one fd- 
vantage of having a government in 
power at Ottawa prepared to look 
after the Conservatives when they 
go wrong and a provincial govern- 
ment is prepared to take care of the 
morals of the Liberals. 

The power policy helped the gov- 
ernment, There is no question that 
it earned the goodwill of the people 
throughout Western Ontario, byt in 
other parts of the province, particu- 
larly in the Niagara frontier, there 
was some feeling against it, and some 
of ‘the most prominent capitalists of 
the provinee, who always support the 
Conservative cause, being touched in 
their pockets by the government go- 
ing into the distribution of power to

MR. STEVENS: JON THE CHICAGO 


THe marketing of Albert stects at 
the Union «teckyards in Chicago has 
received increased attention recently 
by an article which was published in 
the Weekly Live Stock Report by

FLAX LESS EXHAUSTING THAN 
WHEAT. 


Prof, Bolley, of Nhe North Dakota 
government agricultural station, after 
following the experiments of leading 
chemists and agriculturists, and as a 
result of his own biological experi- 
ments, hax come. to the eonclusion 
that the flax plant is less radieal in

SITUATION IN WOOL MARKET. 


The A. Carruthers Co., Ltd, hide 
and wool dealers, of Edmonton, state 
that the wool market is in bad shape 
this year. “Quite a few farmers, 
says Mr. Carruthers, “arp coming in 
who are dissatisfied with prices offer- 
ed them , and if some Tistances they 
are taking the wool home again. 
While it is, of course, to the — best 
interests of all concerned to get the 
wool into the mafket as promptly 
as possible, still it is not satisfactory 
to have the farmers haul their wool 
and then take it home again. Weel 
markets all over the world have shown 
a declining tendency for the last two 
years, afd this decline has been 
strongest in the past six months, Jn 
Ontario, as nearlyas we can learn, 
the prevailing price is not over Se 
per pound, and there are a consider- 
able number of dealers who will not 
pay even this much. Ordinary lots 
of wool are not worth over 6c in Ed- 
monton. Good sized lots of fine and 
medium wool might brig Te, but it 
would have to be good By proper: 
iy handled we mean that the fleeces 
should be carefully rolled up \ 
large part of the wool received here is 
in such condition that it is ‘ulmost 
impossible to grade it, Fleeces are 
broken and torn apart and we have 
sume lots in which it was im- 
possible to find one whole fleece. 
Wool should not be tied with binder 
twine, but a smooth, hard twine 
should be used. There is also at 
times considerable damp wool offered 
on which a tare has to be taken and 
there is always considerable trouble 
ontailed in getting the proper tare and 
then drying the wool In order that 
wool growers should the outside 
price for their product it is necessary

that they should be careful to keep 
the fleeces separate and store the 
wool ino a dry loft or granary until 
suth time as they sell it Also being 


careful to keep it free from straw and

An application for entry or cancelle- 
tion made egg ona tf at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for ie va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram auch 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the pecessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re 
ceived by me'!. 

In care of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 


claim or if entry has been granted it

Where an entry ie cancelled aubne 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry 
_ Applicant for cancellation must atate 
in what particulars the homesteader ie 
in default, 

A homesteader whose entry in not. the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Dopartment 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
voa, daughter, brother or sister if eligis 
ble, but to no one else, on filing deolars 
ation of abandonment, 

Duties.—A rettler ie required to per 
form the duties under one of the follow 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six montha’ residence vgon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 
doring the term of three years, 

(2) A homosteader may, if he eo de 
fires, parform the required residence du« 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not lesa than eighty (89) 
acrea in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet thie requirement, 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is decensed) of a homesteador hae 
Permanent residence on farming | land 
owned solely by him, not lesa than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, auch 
homesteader may perform hia own reni- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother). 

(4) ‘ihe term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding @ragraphes is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in ¢he measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in aeeerdance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of bie intentios 
to do so.

At least $100 must be expended on the 
cluim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upom having a eurvey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre. 

The patent provides for the payment 
of a royalty of 2 1-2 per dent. op the 
sales, ' 

Placer. mining claima generally are 100 
foot square; entry fee $5, renewable year-

An applicant may obtain two leases to 
dredge for gold of five miles each for e 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
discretion of the Minister of the Interior,
